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PETA protests 
media circus 


Animal rights activists picketed media 
offices across Edmonton speaking out 
about cruelty related to the media circus

Protesters claim the circus — 
organized by multiple media 
outlets desperate for copy to fill 
space by deadline — creates a 
lavish big-top spectacle out of 
trivial, meaningless stories like 
the infidelity of pro athletes, es- 
caped birds in an urban environ- 
ment, and hundreds of rabbits 
squatting in an abandoned resi- 
dence. According to protest or- 
ganizers, it features exotic jour- 
nalists who’ve been wrenched 
from their natural habitat, in- 
cluding anchors, camera crews, 
and editors — most of whom 
have no rights and are shame- 
fully non-unionized. 

“Tt is an absolute travesty the 
conditions that these reporters 
have to survive in,” said Ellen 
Thomas, a local leader of People 
for the Ethical Treatment of Ani- 
mals (PETA) who coordinated 
Tuesday’s protest. 

“They're forced to pa- 
rade around endlessly for the 
amusement of newspaper sub- 
scribers, travelling miles in or- 
der to interview some old lady 
whose cat called 911 when she 
tumbled down the stairs. Af- 
terward, these gentle beasts of 
burden must slave over their 
laptop so their degrading, sub- 
par story can run on the 6 p.m. 
news.” 

Thomas explained that such 
horrific conditions can cre- 
ate a media “feeding frenzy” 
where journalists starving for 
a hot story will revert to a vio- 
lent survival 


primitive state, 


clawing each other to death to 


get any “scoop.” PETA activists 
have begun using tactics such as 


“They're then kept 
muzzled and caged 

in cramped SUVs, 
horrifically chained 
to their BlackBerrys 
- all simply because 
it's a slow news day.”

throwing red paint on reporters’ 
notepads and recorders in hopes 
of diffusing their hysteria. 

“Much like humans, journalists 
suffer pain and have the capac- 
ity to feel fear, mostly regarding 
their continued employment,” 
explained Thomas. “Yet, despite 
how many claim they are ‘mad 
as hell and not going to take it 
anymore, many captive journal- 
ists these days do end up taking 
it for many, many years.” 

However, circus organizers 
were quick to defend their busi- 
ness practices as mindless enter- 
tainment. 

“We provide them with cof- 
fee, regular exercise, medical/ 
dental coverage, and food pellets. 
Our animals tend to live twice as 
long in captivity as they do when 
they’re out in the wild freelanc- 
ing,” said George Burnett, a local 
magazine publisher. 

PETA protesters said that it 
was easy to abuse reporters as 
Canadian anti-debasement laws 
are unfortunately too lenient. 
Despite their efforts, local sup- 
porters say that they see little 
progress. 

“Tt seems that this media cir- 


cus shows no signs of ending, 
Gord. Up next, a girl, who at 
only two years old has learned 
to tap dance” stated Global News 
personality Lynda Steele.

New stadium expected to elevate urban profile cosmically

Edmonton A University of Al- 
berta student working on a pov- 
erty reduction project has been 
killed while performing aide 
work in Africa with the locals 
he set out to help. 

After wrangling enough spare 
change together by telling stu- 
dents his bake sale profits would 
directly benefit them, Parker 
McCorndick visited one of the 
charity sites in Sauri, Kenya to 
make sure there were no hard 
feelings, and continue progress 
on the aide project. 

“Tf we don’t fix this world, 
starving locals could turn into 
terrorists. Terrorists mixed with 


hunger equals one thing: bombs. 


If we don’t share our wealth, 
we're making ourselves a target 
for those backwards savages,” 
McCorndick said begrudgingly. 

According to Titsoya Dagem- 
baraya, leader of the local 
population and one of those 
who stands accused of com- 


placency in the activist’s death, 


McCorndick often complained 
about U of A students while tell- 
ing the villagers what was best 
for them according to his own 
sheltered western world view.

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Toyota's design woes continue to hurt the company’s safety image as ParaBrakes are be- 
ing blamed for more and more fatalities. Besides proving to be incredibly dangerous, the 
two hour packing time for each parachute deployment is hurting consumer reviews. 


Toyota death toll rises 


Just as the economic 
woes of their massive 
spring recall of Camrys 
and Priuses dissipates, 
Toyota has begun a recall 
of Corollas installed with 
their new ParaBrake 
braking system after a 
rash of accidents. 

“At Toyota, we are constant- 
ly trying to innovate. But it ap- 
pears with recent events that 
our groundbreaking parachute 
brake design, used for years 
to effectively slow down Indy 
500 racers, does not meet the 
needs of the average motorist,” 
read a statement released by 
the company. 

The response comes after 
Transport Canada commis- 
sioned a report from an inde- 
pendent research group about 
hundreds of recent fatalities 
occurring in the scandal-ridden 
Japanese automaker's flagship 
model. 

“Tt seems that many Co- 
rolla drivers would repeatedly 
press on what they believed 
were unresponsive brake ped- 
als, not realizing that a massive 


10-metre long parachute had, in 
fact, opened out of their trunk 
compartment and was gradu- 
ally slowing them down,” an in- 
credulous Toyota spokesperson 
testified at a recent court case 
being brought against Toyota 
for the miss communication in 
braking technology. 

Neil Douglas, principle inves- 
tigator of the research group, 
explained that the ParaBrake 


model had several problems not 
detected through Toyota’s prod- 
uct testing. 

“On straight test tracks, para- 
chute deployment brought the 
passengers to a halt peacefully 
over a distance of approximately 
three kilometres,” Douglas said. 

“This design proved effective 
until the product hit the market. 
When deployed in traffic, the 
chute blocked the visibility of 
the driver behind the car, caus- 
ing them to veer right into on- 
coming traffic.” 

The study also found that 
ParaBrake was relatively incon- 
venient for drivers. 

According to industry insid- 
ers, the ParaBrake system may 


become the biggest scandal to 
rock an automobile company 
since the failure of Ford’s JettiSo- 
nar Smart Impact system, which 
used radar technology to antici- 
pate high-speed collisions and 
automatically eject passengers 
out of the car to safety.

Quantum TV spoils Lost before it’s produced 


NOT TO BE OUTDONE BY THE 
recent popularity of 3-D cinema 
and television, scientists in Swit- 
zerland have developed what 
they’re calling the next big thing 
in home entertainment. 

International research organi- 
zation CERN has taken the con- 
cept into the fourth dimension, 
creating a breakthrough technol- 
ogy they call quantum television, 
or “LHC-TV” for short. 

CERN has been making head- 
lines recently for its massive Large 
Hadron Collider particle accel- 
erator, which was constructed in 
hopes of discovering new forms 
of matter. Henri Marseau, lead de- 


veloper on the project, says that the 
breakthrough came as a result of 
down-time between experiments. 

“We've got this trillion-dollar 
machine just sitting here, taking 
up space underground. Scientists 
and physics nerds alike have been 
holding their breath for the better 
part of a year to find out if we'll 
make any scientific breakthroughs 
or just end up destroying the 
universe from the inside out. I 
thought I'd put the equipment to 
use in the mean time.” 

While the exact science behind 
quantum television is extremely 
complex — and according to 
the Vatican, wicked — Marseau 


explained that it would soon 
become a common household 
fixture. 

“Basically, it’s entertainment 
that occupies four dimensions at 
once: time, space, second space, 
and the forbidden zone. By si- 
multaneously tapping into these 
four realms, viewers will experi- 
ence entertainment in the most 
immersive way possible.” 

Some of the technology’s major 
features allow viewers to watch 
programs at their convenience, 
skipping commercials, watching 
them after they’ve aired, or with 
the new premium feature, before 
they've even been produced. 


“We're especially excited about 
the advance viewing feature,” 
Marseau said. “So far, we've been 
able to predict next fall’s hits and 
misses, and watch the series fi- 
nale of Lost ... but even with the 
parallel universe commentary 
switched on, Proto-Abrams’ vi- 
sion still doesn’t make sense.” 

Reeling from the failure of its 
investments in HD-DVD, electron- 
ics producer Toshiba has become 
the primary financer in commer- 
cializing the technology. Together 
with CERN, they hope to debut 
the first LHC-TV by last fall, just 
before the 2009 holiday shop- 
ping rush.

1 lb bull penis 

3 tbsp vegetable oil 

1 large chopped onion 

3 cloves of garlic, peeled and 
chopped 

1 tsp coriander seeds 

1 tsp salt 

black pepper
